The past year’s statistics regarding 
the children’s home of Ohio, compiled 
from the annual reports of those in­ 
stitutions, were completed aud given 
out by Secretary J. P. Byers, of the 
state board of charities Thursday. 
No 
reports 
were received 
from 
Knox, Logan, Meigs, Monroe, Union, 
W arren and Wayne counties. The re­ 
port says: 
Thirty-two county homes (14 not re­ 
porting) report a total number of chil­ 
dren cared for since their respective 
organization of 
18,806—10,726 
boys 
and 3,OSO girls. 
At the beginning of last year 2,144 
children were in the homes. 
During 
the year 1,366 were admitted, making 
a total cared for of 2,510. 
Of these 
644 were placed In homes, 735 returned 
to parents or guardians, 73 transferred 
to other Institutions, 23 ran away, 20 
died; and at the close of the year 196 
were put on trial. 
The number re­ 
maining September I, 1900, was 2,031, 
a decrease in population during the

Prior to the adoption of the new 
ru les, and when special ex aminations 
were held at the v ariou s law schools, | 
the charge was frequ ently made that 
fav oritism was show'n the 
stu dents 
from the schools, as large proportions 
of the law office men taking the ex ­ 
amination at Colu mbu s failed, 
while 
only a small proportion of the 
law 
school men failed. It therefore is es­ 
pecially Interesting to compare 
the 
law school men with the law office 
men In these two ex aminations. 
In Ju ne, 189 9 , 84 per cent of all the 
failu res were from the law offices. 
Fifty -eight per cent of the law office 
men failed, while only 7 per cent of| 
the law school men failed. 
| 
In Ju ne, 19 00, 71 per cent of all the ! 
failu res were from the law offices.. 
Sev enty per cent of the law 
office | 
men failed and 15 per cent of the law ' 
school men failed. Of the law school ; 
men that failed two-thirds came from ! 
the night schools and foreign schools, ' 
so that from the three leading schools ; 
of the 
state only 5 per cent failed. 
In the former of these ex aminations 
43 per cent of the law school 
men 
stood abov e 80, w’hile only six per cent i 
of the 
law office men stood 
abov e 
that grade. In the latter of these ex - : 
aminations 51 per cent of the 
law 
school men stood abov e 80, and 14 per 
cent of the law office men stood abov e 
that grade. 
It wou ld therefore seem 
that the law schools hav e abu ndant- ! 
ly prov en the grou ndlessness of the i 
charge formerly made against them. , 
The foregoing data fu lly establishes, 
two things; first, that men who hav e I 
enjoy ed the adv antages of sy stematic | 
law school training are mu ch better 
fitted for the Ohio bar ex amination 
than men who hav e 
receiv ed 
their 
training in law offices; and secondly , 
that men trained in Ohio law schools 
are mu ch better fitted for these ex -! 
aminations than men trained In law 
schools of other states.

USEFUL SNOW. 


F o r It M vcl i of the B arth W oul d 
Bo L i ttl e Better Th ao a Desert. 
If all the condensed moistu re of the 
atmosphere were to fall as rain and 
none of it as snow, hu ndreds of thou ­ 
sands of squ are miles of the earth’s 
su rface now y ielding bou ntifu l crops 
wou ld be little better than a desert 
The tremendou s economic gain for the 
world at lai^e which resu lts from the 
difference between snow’ au d rain is 
seldom realized by the Inhalx itants of 
fertile and well wateretl lowlaiu is. 
It is in the ex tensiv e regions where ir­ 
rigation is a prime ii^esslty in agricu l­ 
tu re that the specialu ises of the snoTV 
come chiefiy into v iew. 
All throu gh 
the winter the enow is falling u pon the 
high mou ntains and packing Itself 
firmly into the rav ines. 
Thu s in na­ 
tu re’s great icehou se a su pply of mois­ 
tu re is stored u p for the following su m­ 
mer. 
All throu gh the warm months the 
hardened snowbanks ire melting grad­ 
u ally . In trickling sticaras they stead­ 
ily feied the riv ers, v v l.ich as they flow 
throu gh the v alley s are u tilized for ir­ 
rigation. If this moistu re fell as rain, 
it wou ld almost Immediately wash 
down throu gh the riv ers, which wou ld 
hardly be fed at all in the su mmer, 
when the crops most needed water. 
These facts are so well known as to 
be commonplace in the Salt Lake v al­ 
ley au d in the su barid regions of the 
west generally . They art' not so well 
u ndeiistood in New Jersey or Ohio, 
where snow is sometimes a pictu r­ 
esqu e, sometimes a disagreeable, fea­ 
tu re of winter. 
In all parts of the cou ntry the notion 
prev ails that the snow is of great v alu e 
ns a fertilizer. Scientists, howev er, are 
inclined to attach less importance to Its 
serv ice In soil nu trition—for some re­ 
gions whicli hav e no snOw are ex cet^d- 
ingly fertile—than to its w'orth as a 
blanket du ring the months of high 
winds. It prev ents the blowing off of 
the tinely pu lv erized richness of the 
top soil. This, althou gh little perceiv ­ 
ed, wou ld often be a v ery great loss. 
In natu re’s ev ery form there is mean­ 
ing.—You th’s Companion.

All oiH Ujiations. ex cept agricu ltu ral 
and military serv ice, are distastefu l to 
him. 
Yet there are two other charac­ 
teristics ev en 
more Important than 
these. 
The first is his sense of disci­ 
pline. 
It is this which keeps together 
the apparently tottering fabric of the 
Tu rkish empire. It makes the half fed, 
half clothed soldier ready to endu re 
ev ery priv ation and prev ents the cor­ 
ru ption and incapacity of the offlcem 
from produ cing the anarchy which 
wou ld be Inev itable In any other cou n­ 
try . Sedition Is u nknown. Ev en com­ 
plaints are rare, and were a holy war 
proclaimed there is not a man who 
wou ld not be prepared to die in de­ 
fense of the sy stem of ex tortion which 
grinds him down. 
His second characteristic is his lazi­ 
ness, in spite of the laboriou s indu s­ 
try of the Tu rkish peasant. The fact 
Is that the Tu rk is too prou d to do 
many things, too stu pid to do others. 
His 
religion 
incu lcates a 
fatalism 
which tends to a conv iction that ef­ 
fort is u seless.—London Telegraph.
